The  festival  will 
be  informal  and  will  be  held  at  five- 
thirty  in  the  afternoon  on  the  green 
in  front  of  Parks  hall.  The  partici¬ 
pants  in  the  festival  will  be  com- : 
posed  of  a  group  of  freshmen,  a  group 
of  sophomores,  and  the  Folk  Dance 
Club.  Dances  of  many  nationalities 
including  Swiss,  German,  Hungarian, 
Portuguese,  Russian,  Danish,  and 
Mexican,  will  be  presented.

Letter  To  The  Editor 

Is  Sex  Education  Vital  To  College  Program? 


Dear  Editor, 

We  have  long  believed  and  under- 
■■stood  that  the  purpose  of  a  college 
•education  is  to  prepare  for  life— a 
lulter,  richer  life,  free  from  ignor¬ 
ance  and  fear,  a  clean,  free-minded 
life.  We  have  also  believed  that  this 
is  the  purpose  toward  which  our  col- 
fege'is  planning  its  course  of  study. 
But  now  wc  feel  a  need,  for  the  cur- 
aicuhlm  to  include  instructfpn  in 
«ik  of  life's  major  experiences— mar¬ 
riage. 

We  are  given  explicit  training  in 
Dome  Economics,  Psychology,  Social 
Science,  Appreciation  of  the  Arts, 
personal  and  public  Health,  Teach¬ 
ing  Methods,  or  other  life  work  inter¬ 
ests.  All  of  these  are  vital,  but  in  a 
•school  where  the  majority  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  certainly  make  marriage 
their  carreer,  should  they  be  aliow- 
■ed  to  do  so  totally  unprepared  or  at 
“best,  uncertain  as  far  as  their  college 
^^Sraining  is  concerned. 

We  do  not  propose  that  such  a 
course  be  merely  a  discussion  of  sex. 
That,  of  course,  would  have  its 
jOace.  But  in  college  where  it  has 
been  successfully  taught,  the  Mar- 
aiage  Course  has,  through  the  stu¬ 
dents'  own  interest,  placed  the  cor- 
icct  value  on  all  aspects  of  married 
Jite  and  been  also  extended  to  prob¬ 
lems  of  courtship,  choice  of  mate, 


inhibitions  or  the  personal  approach, 
domestic,  economic,  psychic,  and  per¬ 
sonal  adjustments  involved  in  mar¬ 
riage. 

A  course  of  this  kind,  we  feel, 
should  be  approached  by  both  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  with  a  scientific, 
open-minded  attitude,  without  either 
engagement  period,  divorce,  and  the 
We  want  the  teacher  to  give  us  con¬ 
crete  information  and  advice  that  we 
may  bite  into,  as  it  were. 

With  the  comprehension  and.  an- 
I  Ucipation  of  the  problems  involved  in 
marriage,  together  with  a  realization 
cf  its  possibilities  for  a  happy  sue* 

1  cess,  we  feel  that  our  own  marriages 
would  be  based  on  an  intelligent  un¬ 
derstanding  tending  to  make  them 
successful.  Through  learning  to  meet 
the  issues  of  married  life  we  hope  to 
make  divorces  in  our  homes  unneces¬ 
sary.

Is  The  Spring  Stampede  For  Rooms  Necessary? 

Judging  from  the  excellent  material  that  reported  to  spring  practice 
Wednesday  morning,  there  would  be  a  wonderful  football  team  here 
next  fall  if  anybody  cared  to  develop  the  potentialities.  Some  beautiful 
tackles,  off  side  runs,  and  Tazzle-dazzle  plays  that  would  put  sunshine 
into  any  football  scouts'  heart  were  executed  in  the  scramble  to  sign  up 
for  rooms. 

Aside  from  considering  it  from  an  athletic  viewpoint  however,  it 
must  be  admitted  either  that  the  method  by  which  rooms  are  reserved  at 
present  is  glaringly  inefficient1  and  unsatisfactory  or  the  exhibition  put 
on  by  ihe  inmates  Wednesday  in  the  process  of  reserving  rooms  for 
next  year  was  an  indication  oi  the  worst  sort  of  bad  manners  prevalent  on 
the  campus.  The  fault,  in  short,  lay  either  with  the  system  or  with 
the  students. 

It  seems  logical  to  discard  the  possibility  of  the  fault  being  on  die 
students’  shoulders  for  the  simple  reason  that  ii  was  a  case  of  push  or 
he  pushed.  No  matter  how  much  one  hated  to  join  in  the  mad  scramble 
that  went  on  from  dawn  until  nine  o’clock,  it  was  obviously  necessary 
judging  from  the  nature  of  the  law  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest. 
When  one  gets  visions  of  herself  bunking  with  some  stranger  while 
her  roommates  sigh  for  her  on  another  floor,  the  injunction  "Please 
don't  push.  Act  like  college  students  rather  than  people  at  a  bargain 
sale,”  doesn’t  have  much  weight. 

The  conclusion  therefore  that  the  system  by  which  rooms  are  re¬ 
served  could  be  improved  is  easy  to  draw.  The  system  now  is:  a  period 
of  time  is  allowed  for  one  to  pay  a  three  dollar  room  reservation  fee. 
A  day  is  then  set  when  students  who  wish  to  reserve  the  room  which 
they  already  occupy  may  sign  up.  Another  day  is  set  fo  rsiudents  wish¬ 
ing  to  reserve  rooms  in  the  same  dormitory  in  which  they  already  Live, 
but  not  the  sam  ercoms.  And  then.  Comes  The  Revolution!  on  the  day 
when  students  are  allowed  to  sign  up  for  rooms  In  other  dormitories 
than  those  in  which  they  already  live. 

Under  ibis  system,  people  are  forced  to  arise  at  the  crack  of  dawn 1 
to  form  a  line  in  front  oi  the  housemothers,  doors.  By  the  time  six  A,  M. 
arrives  the  student  body  is  lined  up  almost  to  a  person.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  see  this  sight  to  know  that  when  the  housemother  tenta¬ 
tively  extends  her  nose  outside  her  door,  the  effect  is  strickingly  similar 
to  a  cattle  stampede. 

Evidently  ii  was  feared  that  this  sort  of  thing  would  happen  for 
the  before  mentioned  notices  specified  that  lines  which  formed  before 
eight  o'clock  would  net  be  recognized.  This  added  to  the  confusion  for 
although  Ihe  housemothers  and  those  in  the  rear  of  the  lines  which  had 
formed  didn’t  recognize  them,  those  in  front  emphatically  did  recognize 
and  defend  them. 

There  would  possibly  be  less  congestion  if  the  time  for  signing  up 
was  not  quite  eo  definite  and  resiricled.  If  perhaps  one  could  pay  room 
reservation  fee  end  register  at  her  convenfenc  any  time  during  the 
spring  quarter,  strong  arm  tactics  would  not  necessary  to  secure  a  place 
to  be  domiciled.

WHAT  CHRISTIANITY  MEANS 
Excerpt  from  Christianity — And  Our 
World  by  John  C.  Bennett 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  there 
is  nothing  which  is  worthy  of  our 
supreme  devotion  short  of  the  reality 
upon  which  we  and  the  whole  struc¬ 
ture  of  our  lives  ultimately  depend. 
Whatever  else  is  true  of  God,  God 
is  more  than  human,  prior  to  man, 
the  being  to  whom  we  owe  our  ex¬ 
istence. 

It  is  ihe  Christian  Faith  that  men 
in  their  search  for  the  meaning  of 
their  lives  cannot  stop  short  of  God. 
They  need  God  as  tbe  intellectual 
explanation  of  their  existence  as  well 
as  for  the  sense  of  belonging  to  an 
order  of  things  which  gives  coher¬ 
ence  to  their  experience. 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  God 
is  the  final’ source  of  moral  obliga¬ 
tion.  One  of  the  surest  facts  of  hu¬ 
manity  is  the  fact  moral  demands 
are  made  upon  us  which  we  caonot 
refuse  without  the  sense  of  having 
somehow  fallen.  The  significance  of 
these  demands  is  obscured  when  they 
happen  to  coincide  with  our  interests 
or  desires,  or  with  what  our  social 
1  group  approves.  It  is  when  a  moral 
'demand  cuts  across  cur  own  desires 
and  interests  and  runs  counter  to  the 
approval  of  cur  group  that  we  are 
forced  to  raise  the  question:  Why  is 
this  demrnd  binding  on  me?  The 
question  here  is  nest,  What  is  the 
good?  but  rather.  Why  should  1 
bother  about  toe  good?  It  is  in  the 
answer  to  that  question  that  morality 
and  religion  meet. 

i  To  say  that  God  is  personal  is  to 
isay  that  God  is  more  like  a  person 
then  lilce  a  thing,  more  like  a  per¬ 
son  than  like  a  machine,  more  like 
a  person  than  like  a  mathematical 
proposition,  more  like  a  person  than 
]’ikc  a  tree.  When  we  use  the  word 
personal  as  a  description  of  God,  we 
1  mean  to  include  only  a  few  of  the 
characteristics  of  persons.  Our  hu¬ 
man  limitations  which  are  inherent 
in  our  physical  existence  obviously 
loo  not  apply  to  God.  Those  charac¬ 
teristics  which  do  apply  to  God  are: 
awareness,  intelligence,  purposive¬ 
ness,  the  capacity  to  appreciate,  the 
|  capacity  to  respond  to  persons.  It  is 
difficult,  to  see  how  a  God  who  lacks 
those  qualities  could  be  a  fitting  ob- 
ject  of  devotion  or  an  adequate  ex¬ 
planation  of  existence,  or  one  to 
!whom  our  conduct  could  make  any 
difference. 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  in 
i  Jesus  Christ  we  have  the  surest  clue 
to  the  nature  of  God.  To  say  that 
it  is  Christ-like  personality  that  we 
have  as  a  true  symbol  of  the  nature 
of  God  becomes  especially  significant 
when  we  contrast  Jesus  with  other 
1  types  of  persons.  His  trust  in  God  and 
his  commitment  of  God  form  the 
clearest  portrayal  of  man’s  right  re¬ 
lationship  with  God. 


justice  and  nationalism  without  reap¬ 
ing  chaos  and  conflict  which  be- 
■omes  each  year  more  destructive. 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  God 
forgives  those  who  are  honest  with 
themselves  about  their  sins,  and 
who  seek  to  tum  from  them.  If 
God  makes  moral  demands  upon  us 
and  if  failure  to  meet  those  demands 
gives  us  the  sense  or  havieg  fallen, 
toat  is  not  the  end  of  toe  matter. 
The  revelation  of  God  in  Christ  is  a 
revelation  of  one  who  forgives  those 
who  repent.  The  evil  in  the  past 
--l.jJI  has  i’s  consequences,  but  the  in¬ 
dividual  is  able  to  make  a  fresh 
start  without  being  morally  crippled 
by  the  burden  of  guilt. 

Modem  psychiatry  has  revealed ! 
the  degree  to  which  the  sense  of 
guilt,  when  it  is  unrelieved,  can, 
■ripple  a  personality.  More  over  the 
social  situation  seem  soften  to  in¬ 
volve  only  possibilities  which  are 
in  varying  degresss  evil  all  of  which 
rive  us  a  sense  of  having  done  wrong. 
Reinhold  Niebuhr  has  come  to  em¬ 
phasize  the  necessity  of  divine  for¬ 
giveness  in  view  of  our  entangle¬ 
ment  in  inescapable  social  evil.  He 
says,  “In  every  life  there  must  at 
leart  be  times  and  seasons  when  the 
good  in  felt  as  a  present  possession 
and  not  os  o  far-off  goal.” 

T,  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  God 
obvious  in  delivering  from  frustra- 
taifons  those  who  fulfill  the  condi¬ 
tions.  The  conditions  are  simple  in 
the  sense  tost  -hey  have  nothing  ar¬ 
bitrary  cr  artificial  about  them,  but 
titty  are  not  easy.  They  can  be  sum- 
.  mod  up  in  two  words — commit- 
j.r.en’  and  trust.  There  is  a  healing 
I  power  in  life  which  goes  beyond  the 
cbvicu  sin  delivering  from  frustra¬ 
tion  those  who  are  not  preoccupied 
with  self.  Worship  is  both  the  act, 
of  commitment  and  the  exposure  of 
our  spirits  to  those  things  which  can 
lift  us  and  make  us  capable  of  com¬ 
mitment.  There  ore  puzzles  to  which 
we  cannot  see  the  answer,  especial¬ 
ly  the  puzzle  that  so  many  persons 
are  so  controlled  by  fear  ond  self- 
ccacern  that  they  cannot  know  the 
■experience  of  healing  when  they 
need  if  most.  But  it  is  a  matter  of  rec¬ 
ord  that  countless  persons  who  have 
fulfilled  the  conditions  have  in  the 
1  face  of  all  the  tragedies  of  life  found 
deliverance  for  their  spirits.  It  is 
'one  of  ihe  meanings  of  the  cross  that 
Jesus  found  such  deliverance,  though 
he  experiences  almost  every  form  of 
external  evil. 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  man 
combines  in  his  nature  high  possibili¬ 
ties  and  tragic  handicaps.  One  of 
the  reasons  for  the  adequacy  of 
Christianity  is  that  it  is  realistic 
about  human  nature.  It  avoids 
equally  cynicism  and  sentimentalism. 
It  sees  the  best-  in  man  and  draws 
it  out.  Man  is  thought  of  as  created 
in  the  image  of  God;  and  although 
the  image  is  distorted,  glimpses  of  it 
are  still  present  in  human  nature. 


It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  it 
is  the  purpose  of  God  that  the  spirit 
of  Jesus  should  be  norm  for  our 
lives,  and  that  men  should  develop 
in  the  world  a  fellowship  which 
knows  no  barriers  of  race  or  class 
or  nation,  and  which  is  characterized 
by  abundance  of  life,  mutual  loyalty 
and  a  common  devotion  to  God. 

It  is  the  Christian  Faith  that  tbere 
is  a  judgement  of  God  which  can 
be  observed  in  personal  life  and  in 
the  events  of  history.  God  seeks  to 
draw  us,  to  persuade  us,  but  we  can 
resist  him;  and  when  we  resist  him 
too  stubbornly  we  find  ourselves  up 
against  punishment.  This  punishment 
is  at  work  in  the  moral  structure  of 
things  which  makes  evil  in  the  long 
run  self-defeating.  Through  it  we 
can  discern  the  sterner  side  of  God’s 
activitly.  Men  who  organize  their 
lives  around  the  narrow  self  or  one 
of  two  impulses  of  the  nor  row  self 
find  themselves  In  blind  alleys.  The 
world  Is  unable  permanently  to  or¬ 
ganize  Its  life  on  tho  basis  <  of  '  ln-
